Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
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Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between the elements. See MPEP 
§2172.01. The omitted elements are: there is no connection between step b) and c) or a) and c). 

Claim Rejections - 35 JJSC §102

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Julian et al. 
(5,863,315). 

Julian discloses a process for separating of a hydrocarbon mixture (e.g., isopentane) by 
using an adsorption system which comprises at least three adsorption zones that function similar 
to the claimed process. The adsorption zone is operated at a temperature of from 100 to 400° C 
and at a pressure of from 5 to 40 bars and the desorbent is an aliphatic hydrocarbon. (See col. 3, 
line 15 through col. 7, line 45; figures 1-9 and 13-21)
